Police Probe Friend­ 
ship With Girl As 
Clue In Murder

More than thirty-six hours after 
David M. Criat, 41-year-old gen­ 
eral storekeeper of 
Walkersville, 
Maryland, former resident of Get­ 
tysburg, wa 
found shot 
to death 
rn ar his home, an investigation by 
the 
sheriff’s 
office 
was turning 
toward a friendship the storekeep­ 
er is alleged to have had with a 
young woman. 
Crist, a graduate of Gettysburg 
c liege and a son of the late Rev. 
George B. Grist, 
formerly pastor 
of 
the 
Walkersville 
Lutheran 
church, was found early on Sun­ 
day on the 
sidewalk 
within fifty 
feet of his home by neighbors who 
heard a shot, and a voice cry over 
and over again: 
“Why did you do it ? ” 
While Sheriff William C. Roder­ 
ick would not definitely say that 
Crist’s friendship with the young 
woman, whose name was unreveal­ 
ed, was an essential 
clue 
in 
the 
murder investigation, he neverthe­ 
less asserted that he had abandon­ 
ed a theory of robbery. 
Arrest Expected Hourly 
It w*as also hinted by the Mary­ 
land a u t h o r i t i e s last night that an 
arrest is expected to result within 
a short time. 
The early theory of robbery was 
abandoned following a probe into 
the storekeeper’s 
movements 
on 
Saturday. 
It was discovered that 


h e h a d deposited the greater por­ 
tion of money he had collected in 
Ids store on that day in the bank 
about the middle of the afternoon. 
Upon his body was found a sum 
approximating $100. 
There 
was 
no evidence thut his 
pockets had 
been searched. 
At first it had been 
thought that robbers might have 
been frightened away before they 
had had opportunity to obtain loot. 
Crist was a member of a widely- 
known family in Frederick county, 
and especially in his 
home 
town, 
which is five miles from Frederick. 
Daughter Heard Shot 
The 
11-year-old 
daughter was 
.sleeping in her home ut the time 
her father was murdered, and was 
awakened by 
the 
shot. 
Feeling 
however, that the shot could l*e 
little concern of 
hers, 
she 
fell 
asleep again.

Among those who heard were N el­

Although they hastened toward 
th? scene of the murder when they 
heard the shot, all declared they 
had seen no one running away.

and carried him into his home.

this morning, after 
an illness of 
ten days 
from

infirmities of 
advanced years. 
Up to his last ill­ 
ness, one of few in his life-time, 
Mr. Cunningham had been active. 


He was born January 9, 1847, in 
Freedom township, 
along Marsh 
Creek. 
Before entering the employ of 
the bank, Mr. Cunningham was a 
merchant, being located at various
